Honor  Students 

Our  class,  the  second  largest  in  the  school’s  history,  has  the  unique  distinc- 
tion of  having  the  largest  number  of  honor  students  ever  to  leave  N.  N.  II.  S. 
Out  of  the  ll(i  graduates  nineteen  have  scholarship  averages  of  B or  above 
throughout  their  four  year  in  high  school.  That  three  of  the  honor  graduates 
are  boys  is  an  unusual  feature. 

In  this  list  are  most  of  the  outstanding  leaders  in  the  various  activities  in 
the  school.  Some  of  the  other  titles  held  by  these  students  are  president  and 
vice-president  of  the  Student  Council,  editor  of  the  Beacon  newspaper,  president 
of  the  Thespians,  Writers’  Club,  Quill  and  Scroll,  National  Honor  Society  and 
vice-president  of  the  last  named  group.  In  addition  to  these  distinctions  is  the 
fact  that  several  students  in  the  list  are  prominent  in  drama,  basketball,  tennis, 
track,  public  speaking,  reading,  cheerleading,  and  club  work. 

Thus,  one  may  see  that  with  all  of  these  prominent  positions  in  school,  very 
few  of  the  honor  grads  are  “grinds.”

All  of  the  spring  activities  in  which  representatives  of  Newport  News  High 
School  representatives  participated  were  pronouncedly  successful.  In  the  liter- 
ary events  held  at  the  University  of  Virginia,  Alfred  Dickinson  won  the  Class 
A Boys’  Speaking  Contest,  while  Esther  Aronow  duplicated  the  feat  in  the 
girls'  contest.  Chason  Tucker  captured  the  State  Reading  title  for  the  boys 
after  taking  Class  A honors  in  hoys’  reading. 

The  track  team  enjoyed  a highly  successful  season,  running  second  to  the 
high-powered  John  Marshall  outfit  in  both  Tidewater  and  State  meets.  At  the 
Penn  Relays  the  local  contingent,  composed  of  Charlie  Spangler.  Roy  Carter. 
Shirley  Dickinson,  and  Captain  Willard  Gresham,  romped  to  victory  over  ten 
other  schools  to  the  tune  of  3.33.1. 

Likewise  on  the  tennis  courts  the  Typhoon  racqueteers  swept  to  the  State 
Championship  by  trouncing  all  opposition.  Alfred  Dickinson  and  Billy  Verell 
won  the  doubles  championship  at  Charlottesville. 

The  Beacon  newspaper  rose  to  unprecedented  heights,  receiving  a Medalist 
award  from  the  Columbia  Scholastic  Press  Association  at  its  Eleventh  Annual 
Convention  in  New  York  City,  March  9. 

An  experiment  in  photoplay  appreciation  conducted  by  Miss  Harriet  D. 
Smith  was  recognized  a.-  being  one  of  the  first  in  the  country. 

Leadership  in  the  State  Curriculum  Revision  Program  has  been  furnished 
by  members  of  the  Newport  News  High  School  faculty  under  the  inspiration  of 
Principal  Fred  M.  Alexander,  who  has  been  indefatigable  in  his  labors  as  head 
of  the  Committee  on  Aims.

Miss  Louise  Ramsay,  Miss  Anna  Hay,  Miss  Mabel  Barham,  and  Miss 
Elma  Free,  together  with  Mr.  Carlos  Urrutia  and  Mr.  Carlos  Loop,  have  ad- 
vanced the  progress  of  building  the  curriculum  in  their  respective  fields.

The  Twenty-Eighth  Congress 

In  1920  our  first  governing  body,  the  Student  Council,  was  organized. 
During  the  thirteen  years  of  its  existence  a great  many  changes  have  been  made 
until  now  it  is  composed  of  a representative  from  each  home  room  and  an 
executive  board  consisting  of  the  officers  and  a representative  of  each  of  the 
eight  classes.  The  council’s  excellent  and  capable  adviser,  Miss  Ethel  M.  Gilder- 
sleeve,  has  done  much  to  bring  about  its  progress  and  success. 

Many  problems  and  questions  of  the  student  body  are  presented  before 
the  council  which  discusses  them  and  if  necessary  brings  them  to  the  attention 
of  the  student  body  in  assembly. 

This  year’s  outstanding  achievement  has  been  the  installation  of  the  honor 
system  which  has  recently  been  adopted  by  the  students.  Each  subject  class 
has  voted  as  to  whether  or  not  it  desires  the  class  room  honor  system  and  nearly 
half  of  the  classes  are  now  in  operation  under  the  honor  system.  The  council 
expects  the  entire  school  to  be  under  this  plan  within  one  year. 

Officers  of  the  Student  Council  are  chosen  by  popular  vote.  Nominations 
for  president,  vice-president,  and  secretary  are  made  by  the  council  and  further 
nominations  are  accepted  from  the  floor  in  assembly.  The  students  vote  in 
home  rooms  by  secret  ballot  for  their  choices  to  these  three  high  positions.

1 he  local  chapter  of  the  National  Honor  Society  \va<s  organized  in  Decem- 
ber, 1930,  with  twenty-three  charter  members.  The  club  now  has  a membership 
of  thirty-eight. 

In  order  to  be  elected  to  the  honor  society,  a student  must  have  a scholar- 
ship average  of  3.69,  or  a high  C.  Not  more  than  fifteen  percent  of  the  four 
high  class,  ten  percent  of  the  four  low  class,  and  five  percent  of  the  three  high 
class  are  eligible. 

All  students  who  meet  the  scholarship  requirements  are  considered  twice 
a year,  in  December  and  in  May,  by  a committee  of  the  faculty  who  judge  the 
applicants  on  leadership,  character,  and  service,  in  addition  to  the  scholastic 
average. 

Those  pupils  meeting  the  four  requirements  are  considered  and  voted  upon 
by  the  committee.  New  members  are  made  public  through  the  Beacon  news-, 
paper  or  by  announcement  in  a school  assembly.

Musical  Midshipmen 

Newport  News  high  school’s  band  is  a comparatively  new  organization, 
having  been  in  existence  only  two  years.  It  was  organized  by  Miss  Eleanor 
Sherman,  present  head  of  the  music  department,  in  1931. 

The  original  organization  consisted  of  only  eight  members  but  within  the 
period  of  two  years  has  grown  to  thirty-two  pieces.  The  first  student  leader 
of  the  band  was  Stanley  Ivennon,  February  ’33,  who  took  over  his  duties  last 
fall.

The  Beacon  Weekly 

The  Beacon  newspaper  reached  the  peak  of  achievement  in  its  fifteen  years’ 
history  this  spring  when  it  was  awarded  the  Medalist  rating  by  the  Columbia 
Scholastic  Press  Association.  This  honor,  together  with  the  All-American  Honor 
rating  awarded  by  the  National  Scholastic  Press  Association  last  year  and  again 
this  spring,  makes  the  Beacon  the  possessor  of  the  two  highest  awards  given  high 
school  newspapers.

However,  in  their  third  conference  tilt.  John  Marshall  high  of  Richmond, 
eked  out  a 31-27  victory  over  the  Connmen  in  a hotly  contested  game  played  in 
the  capital  city.

Newport  News  high  school’s  track  team  enjoyed  the  most  successful  sea- 
son in  its  history  this  year. 

The  Typhoon  harriers  won  three  dual  meets  with  Hampton,  Apprentice 
School  and  Wilson  but  lost  to  the  freshmen  of  William  and  Mary  College.  They 
placed  second  to  John  Marshall  high  of  Richmond  in  both  the  Tidewater  and 
state  meets  and  closed  their  season  by  winning  the  Norfolk  Academy  meet  with 
Maury  of  Norfolk  and  Wilson  of  Portsmouth. 

Captain  Willard  Gresham,  who  proved  himself  to  be  the  most  spectacular 
runner  ever  to  don  a Newport  News  uniform,  ran  the  440  and  880  without  suf- 
fering defeat  through  the  entire  season.
